REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  CHANCELLOR 

Waterloo,  Indiana,  January  27,  1947 
To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 

Dear  Brothers: 

Again  I  want  to  thank  you  Pythians  of  Indiana  for  the  great  privilege 
and  honor  you  have  bestowed  upon  me — that  privilege  and  honor  of 
serving  you,  as  your  Gmnd  Chancellor,  a  milestone  in  my  life  that  I  shall 
never  forget. 

I  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  a 
business  basis.  I  have  stated  so  many  times  throughout  the  State  that 
although  ours  is  a  fraternal  society,  it  must  be  conducted  as  a  business 
or  else  we  shall  fail.  I  have  had  many  problems  to  meet,  some  of  them 
that  took  instant  decisions.  I  made  those  decisions  upon  the  principles 
of  our  order  and  I  hope  we  may  prosper  from  the  actions  I  have  taken. 

State  of  the  Order. 

The  latter  part  of  September,  G.V.C.  Ott;  G.K.R.S.  Robertson,  and 
myself  started  a  series  of  District  Conventions.  At  these  conventions 
you  were  given  a  report  by  the  G.K.R.S.  on  the  condition  of  the  business 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Rank  of  Page  was  conferred  at  these 
meetings,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  the  Lodges  were  required 
to  give  a  report  on  their  activities  in  regard  to  community  affairs,  youth 
programs,  and  membership  activity.  The  results  of  these  meetings  have 
Pien  most  gratifying,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  order  Knights  of 
Pythias  is  again  taking  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  community 
that  it  serves,  and  we  are  on  our  way  to  the  respesctful  station  we  should 
occupy  as  a  Fraternal  Order. 

I  have  always  said  that  an  inactive  Lodge  was  not  an  asset  to  the 
Pythian  Order.  It  brings  nought  of  good  to  itself,  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located,  nor  the  State  of  Indiana.  With  that  thought  in  mind, 
It  has  been  necessary  that  I  suspend  the  Charters  of  fourteen  Lodges, 
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some  of  them  will  be  re-instated  very  shortly,  while  a  few  will  never 
function  again.  I  have  taken  this  action  in  order  that  we  will  have  all 
lodges  on  an  active  business  like  basis  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 

District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors. 

The  State  of  Indiana  is  divided  into  23  Pythian  Districts,  each  Dis¬ 
trict  supervised  by  a  Deputy  Grand  Chancellor.  On  these  men  rests  the 
responsibility  of  conducting  Grand  Lodge  affairs  in  the  District.  The 
Deputies  have  done  a  swell  job  this  year  in  conducting  Pythian  activity 
in  their  respective  District.  They  have  executed  every  order,  taking 
the  bitter  with  the  sweet.  My  Brothers,  you  have  done  the  job  far  above 
my  expectations,  and  I  am  sure  we  have  all  gained  by  the  experiences  we 
have  had  together  this  year.  From  the  bottom  of  my  heart  I  thank  you 
District  Deputy  Grand  Chancellors  for  your  time  and  effort  that  yoiA 
have  put  forth  promoting  the  Pythian  Order  that  we  all  so  dearly  love. 

Grand  Vice-Chancellor 

To  Grand  Vice-Chancellor  Harvey  T.  Ott,  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude 
that  I  shall  never  be  able  to  repay.  He  has  spent  a  lot  of  time  from  his 
home  and  family,  traveling  throughout  the  state.  When  we  started  our 
District  Conventions  last  fall,  we  made  an  agreement  that  either  he  or  I 
would  be  present  at  each  of  these  conventions.

I  thank  you  for  your  cooperation.  Especially  do  I  thank  you  fpr  your 
donation  of  Laundry  Equipment  for  the  Indiana  Pythian  Home.  This  was 
one  of  the  greatest  things  that  you  have  done  for  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
and  I  wish  the  Grand  Temple  Officers  the  best  of  luck  in  their  work. 

Indiana  Pythian  Home. 

I  am  glad  that  so  many  Brothers  and  their  families  have  visited  our 
Pythian  home,  and  seen  the  good  work  we  Pythians  are  doing  for  our 
less  fortunate  Brothers  and  Sisters.  The  Christmas  donations  were  the 
largest  this  year  that  we  have  had  for  a  good  many  years,  and  I  think 
tins  was  due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  of  you  visited  the  Home  and  fully 
realized  what  we  were  doing  for  humanity. 

My  thanks  to  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs..  Clarence 
R.  Hole  for  the  wonderful  way  in  which  they  have  conducted  the  busi¬ 
ness  affairs  of  the  home.  They  truly  have  made  the  Indiana  Pythian 
Home  a  real  home  for  our  residents. 
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Committees. 

I  have  appointed  several  committees  that  are  necessary  for  the  suc¬ 
cessful  operation  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  members  of 
these  various  committees  have  discharged  their  duties  very  efficiently, 
end  I  thank  all  of  you. 

Recommendations. 

Having  had  this  opportunity  to  serve  you  as  Grand  Chancellor,  and 
working  several  years  promoting  Pythianism  throughout  the  State  I  have 
the  following  recommendations  to  make. 

One:  That  the  initiary  fees  for  the  three  Ranks  of  Knighthood  shall 
not  be  less  than  $15.00  in  any  subordinate  lodge  in  the  State. 

Two;  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  devote  more  time  in  studying  the 
ritual,  and  conferring  the  ritualistic  work  in  all  three  Ranks. 

Three;  That  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  be  elected  to 
£erve  in  that  position  for  three  years.  The  1946  Supreme  Lodge  enacted 
a  law  permitting  the  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  to  be  elected  for 
a  three  year  term.  The  o-ffice  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  is 
the  key  office  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  this  office  hinges  the  business 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge — no  man  can  properly  conduct  these  affairs 
on  a  yearly  basis.  I  heartily  endorse  the  Supreme  Lodge  action  in  elect¬ 
ing  a  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  for  a  three  year  term. 

Conclusion. 

My  thanks  to  every  Pythian  who  has  served  the  Pythian  Order  while 
I  have  been  your  Grand  Chancellor,  May  I  ask  all  of  you  in  the  future 
to  render  Pythian  Service  with  a  smile,  to  God,  your  Home,  Lodge,  and 
Community,  and  may  Fraternal  Love  Abide  in  the  hearts  of  all  mankind.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  KEEPER  OF  RECORDS  AND  SEAL 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  January  1,  1947. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 

Dear  Brothers: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  for  your  approval,  the  seventy-ninth  annual 
report  of  the  office  of  Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  December  31  1946. 

State  of  the  Order. 

Taking  statistics  from  the  semi-annual  reports,  it  shows  that  more 
lodges  are  having  initiatory  work  at  the  present  time  than  at  any  time 
within  a  ten  year  period,  and  more  lodges  are  conducting  activity  than 
any  time  in  a  like  period.  The  first  half  of  1946  was  under  the  leadership 
of  George  Sundling,  the  Grand  Chancellor.  For  that  particular  term  there 
was  a  gain  of  399  in  membership.  The  term  ending  December  31,  1946  was 
the  administration  of  Otto  R.  Shuman,  the  Grand  Chancellor.  The  results 
of  the  first  half  of  Brother  Shuman’s  administration,  as  far  as  member¬ 
ship  goes,  v.'ill  be  presented  to  the  convention,  as  too  few  semi-annual 
reports  are  in,  at  this  writing,  to  give  any  indication  as  to  the  statistics. 
The  financial  affairs  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  throughout  the  domain 
appear  to  be  steadily  better  from  term  to  term,  which  is  lalways  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  increased  activity.  The  finances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  in 
gt  od  condition  and  expenditures  are  within  the  budgets  shown  at  each 
convention. 

District  Conventions. 

As  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  statutes,  I  attended  each  of  the 
District  conventions  both  under  the  administration  of  Brother  George 
Sundling,  Grand  Chancellor,  and  under  Brother  Otto  R.  Shuman,  Grand 
Chancellor.  The  first  series  of  co'nventions  were  held  during  the  month 
of  February  1946.  This  gave  me  an  opportunity  to  give  a  financial  and 
statistical  report  of  the  State  of  the  Order  to  many  Pythians,  who  in  the 
past  had  net  the  opportunity  to  receive  them. 

The  District  conventions  held  in  September,  October,  November,  and 
I>ecember,  19h6  were  Page  Rank  meetings,  which  proved  to  be  very  suc¬ 
cessful.  Over  130  strangers  were  initiated  into  the  Order  during  these 
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meetings,  and  many  hundreds  of  Pythians  were  privileged  to  witness  the 
work  conferred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

Grand  Lodge  Officers. 

All  line  officers,  along  with  the  Grand  Council,  and  Grand  Lodge 
Trustees  have  cooperated  as  a  body,  in  making  the  year  1946  a  most 
successful  one. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  for  all  of  the 
favors  extended  to  me  and  to  my  office  during  the  year. 

Deputy/  Grand  Chancellors. 

Both  Grand  Chancellors  Bundling  and  Shuman  can  be  congratulated 
upon  their  foresight  in  appointing  the  District  Deputies  that  have  served 
during  1946.  The  results  of  the  membership  gains  and  financial  better- 
]nent  and  all  around  better  lodges  are  the  direct  results  of  that  fine  work¬ 
ing  oi"g8ni.?:ation.  Without  the  splendid  cooperation  and  activity  with 
1hese  Brothf^rs  the  Order  would  not  have  been  able  to  establish  such 
results  of  membership  gains  from  year  to  year.  They  too  have  contri¬ 
buted  much  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Office  during  the  past  year,  for  which 
I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  of  them. 

Grand  Chancellor  Shuman. 

Brothej’  Otto  R.  Shuman,  a  member  of  Leonidas  Lodge  No.  205, 
Waterloo,  Indiana,  is  one  of  the  youngest  Grand  Chancellors  ever  to  hold 
such  office.  To  the  many  hundreds  who  have  been  privileged  to  hear 
and  to  make  acquaintance  with  him  this  year,  there  is  no  doubt  to  his 
ability  to  be  our  leader.  Brother  Otto  is  a  strict  adherent  to  Pythian 
principles  and  Pythian  Law,  and  from  some  of  the  very  difficult  problems 
that  have  faced  him  during  his  administration  he  has  shown  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Indiana,  that  he  is  a  true  leader  and  an  executive  of  the  highest 
type.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  work  with  Brother  Ott  Shuman  from 
the  time  he  was  initiated  into  the  Order  Knights  of  Pythias  of  Indiana, 
and  I  can  say,  without  reservation,  that  no  truer,  more  sincere  Pythian 
ever  lived.

SUPREME  LODGE  KNIGHTS  OF  PYTHIAS 

Office  of  Supreme  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Sept.  3,  1946,  Pythian  Period  LXXXIII 

Grand  Keeper  of  Records  and  Seal: 

At  the  forty-third  convention  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias,  held  in  the  city  of  Tulsa,  Grand  Domain  of  Oklahoma,  August 
12-16,  1946,  the  following  proposed  amendments  of  the  Supreme  Consti¬ 
tution  were  “agreed  to”  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Supreme 
Lodge. 

The  proposed  amendments  consist  of  the  words  in  bold  type. 

I— ARTICLE  VIII— The  Legislative  Department 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  Article 
VIII,  Section  3,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 
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Section  3.  The  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be: 

The  Supreme  Chancellor  The  Supreme  Treasurer 

The  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  The  Supreme  Master  at  Arms 

The  Supreme  Prelate  The  Supreme  Inner  Guard 

The  Supreme  Secretary  The  Supreme  Outer  Guard 

The  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be  elected  biennially,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  Each  Supreme 
Lodge  officer  must  be  at  the  time  of  his  election,  or  appointment,  and 
during  his  entire  office,  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  in  good 
standing  in  the  grand  lodge  of  the  domain  of  his  residence,  and  in  a 
subordinate  lodge  within  that  domain,  and  shall  be,  during  his  entire 
term  of  office,  an  actual  and  bona  fide  resident  of  a  grand  domain  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Lodge;  provided  that  the  Supreme  Chan¬ 
cellor  must  have  been  eligible  to  attend  a  subordinate  lodge  while  open 
in  the  rank  of  knight  for  a  continuous  period  of  not  less  than  ten  years 
prior  to  his  election. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  reported  to  the  Supreme  Secretary  that  any  Su¬ 
preme  Lodge  officer  does  not  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  this 
section,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  relation  thereto,  and 
forthwith  report  the  same,  together  with  a  written  statement  of  such 
facts  to  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  including  the  officer  in¬ 
volved.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  Supreme  Council  to  determine 
whether  or  not  such  disqualification  exists,  and  if  it  be  found  that  such 
officer  does  not  possess  all  of  the  qualifications  required  by  this  section, 
the  Supreme  Council  shall  declare  the  office  of  such  disqualified  officer 
to  be  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  as  other  vacancies  are  filled, 
ki  the  event  the  reported  disqualification  involves  the  office  of  Supreme 
Chancellor,  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  Supreme  Secretary  or  Supreme 
Treasurer,  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  or  in  the  event  of  his  death,  removal, 
or  disqualification,  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor,  shall  call  an  assembly 
of  the  Supreme  Council  to  consider  and  determine  the  matter.  In  all 
other  cases  cases  the  members  of  the  Supreme  Council  shall  vote  by  mail; 
provided,  that  upon  written  request  filed  with  the  Supreme  Secret|ary  by 
the  officer  involved,  the  Supreme  Council  shall  grant  him  a  hearing  upon 
the  question  of  his  disqualification. 

No  officer  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  receiving  a  salary  shall  receive  any 
P‘*r  diem  in  addition  to  such  salary.

II— ARTICLE  XI— Grand  Lodges. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  Article 
VIII,  Section  9,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows; 

Section  8.  The  term  of  a  ritualistic  officer  of  a  grand  lodge  shall  be 
one  official  year,  except  where  grand  lodges  provide  for  biennial  con¬ 
ventions,  the  terms  shall  be  two  years;  provided,  that  in  grand  domains 
in  which  grand  lodges  so  enact,  the  terms  of  grand  keepers  of  records 
pnd  seal  and  grand  master  of  exchequer  may  be  three  years  where  Qrand 
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lodges  provide  for  annual  conventions  and  for  four  years  where  grand 
lodges  provide  for  biennial  conventions.

Ill— ARTICLE  Vlir— The  Legislation  Department. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  That  Article 
VIII,  Section  8,  of  the  Supreme  Constitution  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  9.  The  regular  conventions  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  shall  be 
held  biennially,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  have  been  designated  at 
the  preceding  convention;  provided  that,  if  the  time  and  place  were  not 
so  designated,  the  Supreme  Chancellor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  a' 
majority  of  the  officers  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  may  designate  a  time  and 
pljace  at  which  such  convention  shall  be  held;  provided  also,  that  should 
any  public  calamity  ’  or  imperative  exigency  so  require,  the  Supreme 
Chancellor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  officers  of  the 
Supreme  Lodge,  may  designate  a  different  time  and  place  at  which  such 
convention  shall  be  held.  The  Supreme  Lodge  may  provide  by  law  for 
the  holding  of  special  conventions. 

The  foregoing  proposed  amendments  are  now  officially  forwarded  to 
you  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XVII  of  the  Supreme 
Constitution.  You  are  requested  to  report  to  this  office  the  action  taken 
by  your  grand  lodge  in  its  consideration  of  these  proposed  amendments.

The  additional  expenditures  shown  on  the  statistics,  were  largely  due 
to  the  re-habilitation  of  the  10th  floor,  which  formerly  was  the  location 
of  our  auditorium.  The  auditorium  is  now  leased  at  a  yearly  rental  of 
$6,000.00. 


We,  the  Board,  after  careful  consideration  and  investigation,  wish  to 
recommend  to  the  79th  annual  convention.  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of 
Pythias  of  Indiana,  that  the  Directors  of  the  Indiana  Pythian  Corpora¬ 
tion  be  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  Indiana  Pythian  Corpoipation  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  the  real  estate  and  im.provements  belonging  to  said  Corporation 
at  its  highest  market  value.  At  coming  to  this  decision  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  taken  into  consideration  obstacles  that  might  confront  the 
building  in  the  future.  The  income  for  the  next  three  or  four  ye|ars  will 
be  the  largest  that  the  building  has  ever  attained,  and  it  is  through  that 
expectation  that  we  recommend  the  sale  of  the  building.

Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Princes  of  Syracuse  Committee: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana 

Grand  Chancellor,  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  Brother  Knights: 

In  January  the  Supreme  Vice  Chancellor  sent  a  letter  to  each  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain,  recommending  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  to  concentrate  their  youth  activities  to  the  Princes  of  Syracuse, 
and  if  possible  to  institute,  organize  and  actively  support  a  Palace  of 
the  Princes  of  Syracuse. 

Since  October  1944  there  have  been  26  new  warrants  issued  up  to 
November  1946.  With  a  total  number  of  boys  initiated  6832.  Since  No¬ 
vember  1946  there  have  been  five  new  palaces  given  warrants. 

Each  subordinate  lodge  in  Indiana  has  received  communications  in 
regards  to  the  Order  of  the  Princes  of  Syracuse,  in  the  last  few  months. 
From  those  communications  the  following  cities  in  Indiana  have  had 
information  sent  to  them  in  regards  to  organizing:  Michigan  City,  India¬ 
napolis,  Converse,  Plainfield,  Clorerdale  and  Kentland,  and  I  hope  that 
they  are  able  to  carry  out  their  efforts  in  forming  a  Palace. 

The  Princes  of  Syracuse  has  been  officially  recognized  as  an  auxiliary 
since  1927  by  the  Supreme  Lodge  and  the  Supreme  Lodge  has  just  re¬ 
cently  created  the  Youth  Commission  of  the  Supreme  Lodge,  and  this 
committee  has  listed  the  Princes  of  Syracuse  among  the  Youth  groups  to 
be  encouraged.  There  is  no  doubt,  nor  should  there  be  any  question, 
about  the  future  of  the  Princes  of  Syracuse  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias 
if  every  Pythian  in  every  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Supreme  Domain  will 
fully  realize  the  importance  of  aiding  boys  to  become  honorable  men.

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  AFFAIRS  OF  THE 
INDIANA  PYTHIAN  WAR  MENORIAL  BOARD 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  Knights  of  Pythias,  Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 
Brothers: 

Your  Executive  Board  of  the  Pythian  War  Memorial  Youth  Camp 
wishes  to  report: 

That  they  have  followed  out  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Statutes  as  regards  the  amendments  passed  at  the  last  Grand  Lodge  Ses¬ 
sion  to  the  Pythian  War  Memorial  Section  of  said  State:  namely 

That  they  held  their  Election  of  Officers  as  required  by  the  Statute 
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at  which  time  Bro.  Rotha  Sims  was  elected  Chairman,  Bro.  Elton  L.  Mar- 
quart,  Secy.,  and  Bro.  Arnold  Ulbrich,  Treas. 

A  meeting  was  called  wherein  the  District  Deputies  of  each  Pythian 
District  were  invited  as  well  as  each  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  the 
Grand  Domain  of  Indiana. 

At  this  meeting,  plans  were  discussed  for  holding  an  election  in  the 
23  Pythian  Districts  to  elect  regular  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Pythian  War  Memorial  Youth  Camp  to  represent  each  Pythian 
District  on  the  Board  as  called  for  in  the  Statute. 

Letters  were  sent  to  each  lodge  in  Indiana  requesting  their  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  District  Deputies  in  this  matter  as  well  as  letters  of  in¬ 
struction  in  holding  the  election. 

The  Board  was  to  meet  as  soon  as  a  full  Board  of  Directors  had  been 
certified  to  the  Secretary. 

Unfortunately  some  of  the  Districts  did  not  get  their  certifications  in 
and  we  were  unable  to  get  a  full  Board  of  Directors  until  recently.  It 
was,  therefore,  decided  to  defer  further  action  until  this  session  of  Grand 
Lodge. 

A  meeting  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  held  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  March  26  at  9:00  A.M.  at  which  time  a  program  for  a 
State  Wide  Financial  Drive  was  decided  upon  and  the  Secretary  was  in¬ 
structed  to  secure  sufficient  Literature,  Pledge  Cards,  Receipts  and  all 
necessary  equipment  for  a  State  Wide  Financial  Drive — to  be  released 
simultaneously  throughout  the  State — the  drive  to  start  on  May  1,  1947, 
with  the  aim  of  having  a  substantial  report  ready  to  be  given  at  the 
Installation  of  Officers  June  30,  1947. 

The  fact  that  the  Full  Board  of  Directors  were  imable  to  meet  does 
not  mean  that  your  Executive  Board  did  not  function,  nor  does  it  mean 
that  the  Individual  Board  members  of  the  Districts  were  idle.  We  wish 
to  report  that  your  Executive  Board  has  carried  on  with  its  functions  as 
required  by  Statute  and  have  held  meetings  and  carried  forth  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Board;  and  can  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  Contribution 
Pledges  aggregating  some  2000  to  3000  dollars  have  been  added  to  our 
list  of  Pledges. 

We  wish  to  report  also  that  one  member  representing  one  of  the 
Pythian  Districts  has  contacted  enough  charitable  minded  persons  in  his 
District  that  his  report  shows  that  as  soon  as  our  Finance  Drive  is  under 
way  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  secure  Contributions  totaling  from  $50,000 
upwards  to  $60,000. 

The  reports  from  the  other  board  members  in  our  meeting  as  well 
as  the  District  Deputies  throughout  the  domain  indicate  that  we  should 
be  able  to  raise  from  $140,000  upwards  to  $200,000  for  our  project.

We  wish  to  suggest  to  the  Pythians  in  Indiana  that  their  fullest  co¬ 
operation  in  this  project  is  needed  to  put  it  across  and  state  to  you  that 
the  Full  Board  of  Directors  which  you  have  elected  to  do  this  job  have 
the  fullest  confidence  in  this  program  becoming  a  successful  one  to  the 
extent  that  it  will  be  a  deciding  factor  in  the  success  and  growth  ol 
Pythianism  in  Indiana.
